Preach the word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all longsuffering and doctrine,” 2 
Tim. 4:2. 

Blessed is the minister who has a real 
testimony from God and can stand be- 
hind the pulpit and fearlessly declare to 
others that he never will forget his 
complete surrender to the whole will of 
God; and when the Word of God became 
a living word to him, the Holy Spirit 
calling him to preach the Word. What a 
privilege! What a holy responsibility! 

“Then said Jesus unto his disciples, If 
any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself and take up his cross, and follow 
me,” Matt.

There are some people who want to visit 
on Sunday, read newspapers, have their 
pictures made, buy things to eat and 
make ice cream, etc. They seem to have 
no zeal for the true worship of.God or 
feel any responsibility for how they pass 
their time away. “Wherefore he saith, 
Awake thou that sleepest, and arise from 
the dead, and Christ shall give thee light. 
See then that ye walk circumspectly, not 
as fools, but as wise, Redeeming the time, 
because the days are evil,” Eph. 5:14-16. 
Do you know we have people who pay 
more each year for chewing gum and 
candy than they do to foreign missions? 
There are some folks who pay more for 
one dress than they give their pastor in 
one year. 


Now to my text, “Preach the word.” 
All right, we come to modest apparel. 
Ladies need to dress like ladies, and 
gentlemen need to dress like gentlemen. 
“The women shall not wear that which 
pertaineth unto a man, neither shall a 
man put on a woman’s garment: for all 
that do so are abomination unto the Lord 
thy God,” Deut. 22:5. Let us “abstain 
from all appearance of evil,” 1 Thess. 5: 
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22. You say you enjoy the love of God 
or a clean heart and try to dress in a way 
which the Word of God forbids and 
that it does not hurt you. If you would 
follow all the words of the Scripture it 
would hurt you.

Israel's Blindness |

Text: Romans 11:25, “For I would 
not, brethren, that ye should be ignorant 
of this mystery, lest ye should be wise in 
your own conceits; that blindness in part 
is happened to Israel, until the fulness of 
the Gentiles be come in.” 


I feel very much impressed to write on 
this subject, as it has a very broad mean- 
ing and which we need to consider very 
serious today. I fear that the people are 
not aware of the fact that this blindness 
in part means a GREAT thing to the 
Gentiles. I am speaking of the people as 
a whole. 


In the beginning we will admit that 
there are some Jews who are following 
Christ even as we are today, but there are 
many of them that are looking for Him 
to come the first time yet. They rejected 
Him the first time He came. They, no 
doubt, admitted He was a good man, but 
they did not as a whole believe Him to 
be the true son of God, the Savior of the 
world. But because they did not believe 


it did not make it so. 

Now in this, “Blindness in part of the 
Jews,” the Gentiles have a great privilege, 
and we should take advantage of it. If 
there had never been a plan made we 
would have been wondering why. Now 
since the Jews as a whole rejected the 
Christ, Jesus turned to the Gentiles, and 
after awhile when He sees fit He will 
turn to the Jews again to bring them 
in as He has promised. 

Acts 15:14. “Simeon hath declared 
how God at the first did visit the Gen- 
tiles to take out of them a people for his 
name.” Verse 15. And to this agree the 
words of the prophets; as it is written, 
verse 16, After this I will return, and 
will build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set it 
up.” Now we see by this that the Lord 
is getting a number from among the 
Gentiles. Yes, He said, ““To take out of 
them, (Gentiles), a people for His name,

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The Birth of the Man-Child (Rap- 
tured Saints) 

‘And there appeared a great wonder 
in heaven; a woman clothed with the 
sun, and the moon under her feet, and 
upon her head a crown of twelve stars: 
And she being with child cried, travailing 
in birth, and pained to be delivered,” 
Rev. 12:1, 2. 

A voice in the fourth chapter of Reve- 
lation, the latter part of the first verse, 
said, “Come up hither and I will show 
thee things which must be hereafter.” 
Everything from the fourth chapter to 
the end of Revelation is to take place 
after the rapture, except where narratives 
are referred to as signs. Chapter twelve is 
referred to as a wonder, but the Greek 
word is “Semeion” which means, in this 
instance a sign. Narratives referred to as 
a sign do not refer to the future alone. 
They should be taken symbolical and may 
refer to the past. John describes the wom- 
an clothed with the sun and the moon 
under her feet and upon her head a crown 
of twelve stars. Just what this woman 
represents we will let the Scriptures an- 
swer. 

In Songs of Solomon, sixth chapter, 
there is a song concerning ‘“‘she who look- 
eth forth as fair as the moon, clear as the 
sun and terrible as an army with ban- 
ners.” This of course refers to the fem- 
inine “she” and doubtless is the Church. 
We have another reference that is found 
in Isaiah 66:8. “Who hath heard such a 
thing? who hath seen such things? Shall 
the earth be made to bring forth in one 
day? or shall a nation be born at once? 
for as soon as Zion travailed, she brought 
forth her children.” Verse 8 of Isaiah 66 
says that when Zion travailed she brought 
forth her children. We are sure this re- 
fers to the Church. It also refers to the 
bringing forth of a man-child. The wom- 
an connected with this incident in 
Isaiah is referred to as Zion. The word 


“Zion” is taken from the Hebrew word 


“tsijon” which means rising, also summit 
or high peak. This lofty mountain is a 
type of the Jewish nation, also spiritual 
Israel. Webster says that Zion represents 
theocracy or Church of God. 


“But ye are come unto mount Sion, 
and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumer- 
able company of angels, to the general 
assembly and church of the firstborn, 
which are written in heaven, and to God 
the Judge of all, and to the spirits of just 
men made perfect,” Heb. 12:22, 23. 

We are sure that this refers to God’s 
dealing and blessings to the Jewish nation, 
but it will help us to better understand 
John and what will happen to the rap- 
tured saints at the time appointed. The 
writer of Hebrews is trying to show that 
we have come to a greater mountain than 
Horeb, called Mt. Zion, The fourth and 
fifth chapters of Revelation describe the 
taking place of the rapture. In giving this 
narrative to John, no doubt Jesus did not 
want to break the trend of the thought, 
and now He is taking up in chapter 
twelve a narrative telling something else 
which is very important. Some claim that 
this chapter refers to the birth of Jesus 
and the woman is Mary His mother, but 
we are sure that this can not be true. 
While Jesus was a man-child yet we find 
that there is another man-child spoken of 
in verse five. 


“And she brought forth a man child, 
who was to rule all nations with a rod of 
iron: and her child was caught up unto 
God, and to his throne. And the woman 
fled into the wilderness, where she hath a 
place prepared of God, that they should 
feed her there a thousand two hundred 
and threescore days,” Rev. 12:5, 6. 

There are some special features which 
we notice of the man-child. He is to rule 
the nations with a rod of iron. Jesus said 
to John, “To him will I.give power over 
the nations, and he shall rule them with 
a rod of iron,” Rev. 2:26, 27. “Until the 
Ancient of days came, and judgment was 
given to the saints of the most High; and 
the time came that the saints possessed 
the kingdom,” Dan. 7:22. The overcom- 
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ing saints are to have power over the na- 
tions and rule them with a rod of iron, 
that is, those who hold fast to their ex- 
perience and are ready to go when Jesus 
comes. 


There are other marks of identification 
which we feel will settle beyond any 
question of doubt who the mother and 
the man-child are. Isaiah refers to the off- 
springs of this mother as children and it 
wouldn’t be out of order to say Zion’s 
children will be caught up when Jesus 
comes back. According to 1 Thess. 1:17, 
“Then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them to 
meet the Lord in the air.” The Lord has 
promised the Philadelphia saints in Rev. 
3:8, 10, “I know thy works; behold, I 
have set before thee an open door, and no 
man can shut it: for thou hast a little 
strength, and hast kept my word, and 
hast not denied my name. Because thou 
has kept the word of my patience, I also 
will keep thee from the hour of tempta- 
tion, which shall come upon all the 
world, to try them that dwell upon the 
earth.” 


Another mark of identification is that 
they were brethren, not just one child 
but many children, all taken together as 
one child. We have no record of any 
other child being caught up before the 
tribulation except this man-child and we 
are sure that the man-child represents the 
overcoming saints. Those who have 
made themselves ready will be caught up 
to meet the Lord in the air. In chapter 
four they are described as having their 
harps and crowns, and singing songs. In 
chapter five verse nine, it says they are 
from every nation, people, kindred, and 
tongue. Jesus gave warning in Luke 21: 
34-38 telling us that we should take heed 
to ourselves and not allow our hearts to 
be overcharged with surfeiting and the 
cares of this life so that that day come 
upon us unawares. He also exhorted us 
to watch and pray always that we may be 
accounted worthy to escape all these 
things that shall come to pass, and stand 
before the Son of man.

Spots 

“These are spots in your love-feasts,” 
Jude 12, R. V. Spots vary much in size, 
but large or small, they mar character 
and preclude full usefulness. All of them 
are signs of impurity and unholiness. 
Most of the noted saints, as God looked 
them over, had spots. Reader, does He see 
any on you? How many useful lives are 
spoiled by “‘only a spot?” 

Abraham’s spet was deception. It 
brought a plague on Pharaoh and his 
house and lost him all his Christian in- 
fluence on Abimelech. Gen. 12:20. No 
one can sin without affecting others. Is 
your whole life without deception? 

Moses’ spot was a hasty temper. Num. 
20:10, 12. Does your temper ever get 
away from you? Do those who know you 
best have the greatest confidence in your 
piety? 

Miriam’s spot made her a leper, evil 
speaking and criticism of the private af- 
fairs of one of God’s children. Num. 12. 
Is your tongue saved? If Jesus should say, 
“Let me look at your tongue,” would it 
be clean? Is it kept by the power of God? 
The Lord hears everything you say. Evil 
speaking grieves the indwelling Holy 
Spirit (Eph. 4:29; 5:6) and marks you 
as unholy. 

Achan’s spot was covetousness. It cost 
the lives of thirty-six soldiers beside his 
own, and the life of his family. Josh. 7. 
Covetousness is idolatry. Shall we have 
such spots in our lives? John 2:15-17. 

Balaam had a spot, a very bad one. He 
tried to make a little money on the side 
but he failed completely and lost his life 
among God’s enemies. There is danger 
that preachers may suffer the same fate 
today. Let us beware, watch, and pray. 

Jonah’s spot was disobedience. He was 
not willing to do what God asked, so he 
sought to run away from God but got in- 
to awful trouble. Do not try to hide 
from God. Be sure your sin will find you 
out. Obey God and leave with Him the 
results of your obedience. 

Ten of the spies had big spots of un- 
belief and how contagious it was! Soon 
the whole camp of Israel was inocu- 
lated. And view the sad results: Forty 
years of wandering in the wilderness 
when they might have been enjoying the 
milk and honey, grapes and pomegran- 
ites of Canaan. If thou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him that believeth. 
Without faith it is impossible to please 
God. Be not faithless but believing. 

David had a great big spot, though ke 
was a man after God’s own heart. 2 Sam. 
12:9. Are your secret thoughts as clean 
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as you wish others to think your life to 
be? Matt. 5:28. Do you harbor ill-will 
against anyone? 1 John 3:15. 

The elder brother had a spot. Luke 15. 
Is there any jealousy lurking in your 
heart? Do you stand up for your rights? 
Are you on your dignity? Some are so 
straight they lean backward and frown 
at the return of the prodigal.

NEWS FROM CHINA 
" June 15, 1939 


Brethren, greetings. The Lord is with 
us. We do thank and praise Him and 
march on to victory. I trust that you by 
now have received our last report of the 
Wang Tsun water baptism. It was glory 
to my soul to be able to baptize eighty 
and give all to the Master, but a still 
greater joy I want to impart to you. Our 
new church at Tung Tha Kai was dedi- 
cated on June 11 and now we look to 
our heavenly Father to use it as a soul- 
saving station. Let me give you dearly 
beloved coworkers the program of that 
. day. 

We set 5:30 a. m. as the hour of 
prayer in all of our churches. (A bite to 
eat.) 6:15 ready for the march. Along 
the road we preached at seven villages. I 
carried a big pulpit Bible and lead the 
march with the open Bible for twenty- 
four li or three hours good walking. 

At 11:30 we met the saints at Yeh 
Tau, Uh-jah Diang and seven other vil- 
lages at Ping Loh Diang. Oh, what joy, 
I did not know the Chinese brethren had 
a wooden motto 7x3 feet, a carving with 
gold letters reading, Church of God, built 
1939. The large letters are “King of 
kings, watch o’er us.” This was carried 
by six saints. Tears flowed freely as I 
prayed. To all it was a blessed joy to 
have a part in it. Again I led the march. 
The last three li we sang all the way. 
Hundreds of people, old and young, fol- 
lowed. I tried to take a photo but many 
of the heathen fear the camera and say 
that with this box we arrest their spirit, 
so not doing a thing that will be a 
stumbling block, we only took one of the 
mottoes which I hope to send later. 

At 12:30 p. m. with song we marched 
into the new church, declaring it open. 
I turned it over to God, asking His bless- 
ings to rest on it and the Holy Spirit to 
have free sway. This ended in concert 
prayer. That again was succeeded by the 
reading of God’s Word. Again prayer 
followed then the dedication. Afterward 
a choir of children sang the 23rd Psalm 
followed, then the dedication. Afterward 
hot water before the march to the river, 
prayer and praise water. Thirty-three 
were baptized. On returning to the 
church we gave one more solemn charge 
to all before they were taken into The 
Church of God, warning all, but not one 
stepped back. Each in turn gave the 
promise to be true to God and the teach- 
ing of His Church. After extending the 
right hand of fellowship to those thirty-

three new members we served holy com- 
munion to two hundred forty. There was 
a time of much crying, tears of joy and 
sorrow did mingle, and after the closing 
prayer many stayed to wait on the Lord 
but it was after 5:00 p. m. and the return 
journey was before us. We ate some dry 
bread and drank millet water. There was 
a pleading to stay but we had to go on as 
there were many of the sisters with their 
little bound feet and for those it is hard 
to walk, yet not one complained. All felt 
the blessing, the power of the Lord. 

Oh, how we wish that you could be 
with us. I will send a full account of the 
cost of the new church. It drained us of 
all our cash, but what of it, it is all for 
the Master and He is with us and His 
Church, and by His help we shall build 
up and take good care of the little flocks 
that He has given us and ask that you 
beloved brethren stay by us in prayer.—

then the favors of God will return to the 
Jews. 

We Gentiles have the greatest oppor- 
tunity now to accept Christ as our Sav- 
ior than any human tongue can tell. 
The Jews’ rejecting Christ brought the 
favors of God to the Gentiles. The times 
of the Gentiles will soon be fulfilled. 


We see that many people are confused 
with these scriptures, such as Rom. 11: 
25 and Luke 21:24. Now in the explan- 
ation of the first scripture is Rom. 11: 
25. This has reference to the blindness in 
part of the Jews (Israel) until the full- 
ness of the Gentiles BE COME IN. 
Please read this carefully. It does not say 
until the times of the Gentiles be ful- 
filled, (end of the Gentiles’ rule) but it 
speaks of the coming in of the Gentiles 
te receive salvation, proving there was 
and is no difference between the Jew and 
the Gentile. Because when Jesus died on 
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the cross that broke down the middle 
wall of partition. That gave every indi- 
vidual the same privilege of coming bold- - 
ly before the throne of grace. Surely this 
scripture has reference as we have stated, 
because it says, “until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in,” (come into a con- 
dition of receiving the great salvation). 
Not the end of the Gentile rule, because 
there was a Gentile king ruling the year 
606 B. C. His name was Nebuchadnez- 
zar, thus. proving again that it did not 
mean the coming in of the ruling of the 
Gentiles, as they were ruling 606 B. C. 
But this matter is speaking of the coming 
in of the Gentiles so that they can be 
saved, (years, yes many years after the 
ruling of King Nebuchadnezzar) and 
have the chance to go to heaven. Now 
for explanation of Luke 21:24. And 
they shall fall by the edge of the sword, 
and shall be led away captive into all na- 
tions: and Jerusalem shall be trodden 
down of the Gentiles, until the times of 
the Gentiles be fulfilled. Now for ex- 
planation. This surely has reference to 
the time that Titus destroyed the city of 
Jerusalem. And we are sure that it has 
been under Gentile rule ever since. It is 
true that many, very many, were killed 
in the destruction of the city of Jeru- 
salem.

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after the rapture of the saints, with all 
the host with him to fight the battle of 
Armageddon. I will say here that this 
will bring an end to the rule of the Gen- 
tiles. Jesus will set up a kingdom of His 
own and will rule the world in right- 
eousness for 1,000 years. Then can be 
brought to pass the saying of Luke 21: 
24, when Jesus comes from glory to 
break down the Gentile rule of this world. 


I want to say here that this “blind- 
ness” in part of the Jews, will only last 
a very short time, yes, until the Lord gets 
His number spoken of in Acts 15:14, 
then the “blindness in part” of Israel will 
not be known of any more. It will not 
be said that the Jews are blinded in part 
after the Lord gets His Gentile number. 
But they will awake, yes, receive their 
complete sight. Now what that means 
in Rom. 11:25, where it says “blindness 
in part is happened to Israel until the full- 
ness of the Gentiles be come in” is as 
follows: That “blindness in part” 
means that, as a whole, Israel is blinded 
in PART, but that blindness in part 
makes us to know that there are some 
Jews who will accept the Lord in the 
Church age. Yes, it says blindness “in 
part.” The Jews are blinded in part un- 
til the Gentiles are given a chance to the 
tree of life, and this was done by the re- 
jection of Christ. This is the goodness of 
God that we Gentiles have such a grand 
and glorious opportunity. We should take 
advantage of every thing that is promised 
us. And think what it cost to give us this 
chance. The Gentiles are coming in now 
and have been for years, yes, their time is 
getting short. It won’t be long until the 
Lord will turn from them as He did from 
the Jews. Then it may be said that we 
Gentiles can get in and be saved as con- 
cerning Rev. 7:9. And then on the other 
hand we may come in the same manner as 
it was with Paul in 1 Cor. 15:8. “And 
last of all he was seen of me also, as of 
one born out of due season.” But we 
know that the Lord is taking out of the 
Gentiles a people for His name. Yes, the 
age in which we are living. This is the 
age between the 69th week of Daniel and 
the 70th week, known of as the tribula- 
tion week (seven years in length; three 
and one-half years of prosperity and three 
and one-half of GREAT TRIBULA- 
TION). It will be an awful thing to 
think that the Gentiles have had such a 
great chance to be saved, and then for 
them not to accept deliverance from sin. 
You who refuse this deliverance are the 
only ones to blame for it. It’s for you 
if you will have it. You are a free moral 
agent, you have the power of choice; the 
way of life and death has been set before 
you, and you have one thing to do and 
that is accept or refuse. No one can de- 
liver your soul from hell but you. You 
must deliver your own soul, and you 
alone are able to do that by submitting 
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yourself into the hands of God and let- 
ting Him perform a spiritual operation. 
By this you can deliver your soul from 
hell. 

We spoke of Paul being born out of 
due season, then it seems in Rev. 7:9 that 
some come to the Lord after the church 
age, or the rapture of the church. But 
this blindness in part of the Jews is to 
bring the Gentiles into the same oneness 
with the Jews. Yes, to give the Gentiles 
the equal opportunity with all flesh. But 
in this number of the Gentiles there will 
be some Jews who have qualified to go 
to meet the Lord in the air at the rap- 
ture. Yes, the rapture will consist of both 
Jew and Gentile. Because the blindness is 
only in part. So that lets us know that 
some will come to Jesus, and that they 
have. But Jesus will take out some Gen- 
tiles, for it is prophesied, Rom. 11:11, “I 
(Paul) say then, Have they (Jews) 
stumbled that they should fall? God for- 
bid: but rather through their fall salva- 
tion is come unto the Gentiles, for to 
provoke them to jealousy.” Say, you Gen- 
tiles had better get ready to go as you 
won’t have this great opportunity for- 
ever. 

We are living in the Church age and 
it is the main time for the Gentiles to 
come in. You are taking a great risk out- 
side of the dispensation we are in now. 
Don’t take any chances. Since the plan 
has been so wonderfully fixed, why not 
take it as it is? Praise the Lord, I am glad 
that Jesus will get His bride in the rap- 
ture, and that is known as the Church 
age in which the Gentiles have a chance 
to accept Christ and His bride will come 
out of this age. So the Gentiles have the 
chance to be the bride of Jesus. Come in 
now so you can miss all the oncoming 
troubles, such as the great tribulation and 
Armageddon battle, yes, you can escape 
all the troubles coming, be safe with 
Jesus. AMEN.

us stand for repentance, sanctification, 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, water 
baptism, the full restoration of the gifts 
to the Church; signs following believers; 
divine healing provided for all in the 
atonement; the Lord’s Supper and wash- 
ing the saints’ feet; tithing and giving; 
premillennial second coming of Jesus; 
eternal life for the righteous; eternal 
punishment for the wicked and all the 
other teachings of the sacred Word 
should be obeyed. 

We believe the Church of God is the 
standard Church and the Church which 
is filled and guided by the Holy Ghost. 
Such a Church Christ desires to have and 
to continue throughout the gospel age. 
We all prefer the Bible Church upon 
earth a holy, spotless Church. We ac- 
knowledge the Church of God, the only 
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Bible Church, as being pure, holy, spot- 
less. Is the Church up to this standard? 
We profess to be there. It may be that 
many of its members are up to this stand- 
ard in all respects. If I know what the 
Bible Church is and if I have any knowl- 
edge as to the condition of the Church 
of God I am not ready to affirm that the 
Church is up to this standard throughout 
its entire membership. So far as I can see 
there are those in the Church of God who 
are not spotless, harmless, without rebuke 
and without wrinkle. There are some who 
need to get rid of all money-making de- 
sires and schemes that are not a product 
of divine love. Letting men and women 
control because they have wealth and 
give a little of it to the Church is a large 


‘ spot that needs to be cleansed from the 


hearts of some. May God help us all to 
live in harmony with the Church stand- 
ard' as set forth in the Bible. 


Look at the unfinished work to be 
done. If our criticizing will cease and we 
get down to our task and preach the 
Word when He comes He will find us 
ready to go. The more we do the more we 
see to do, and the less fault-finding there 
is about us. ‘““What kind of Church would 
the Church be if every member were just 
like me?” Do we ask ourselves this ques- 
tion? It is true we have made mistakes 
and the more spiritual we get the more 
mistakes we can find in (no, not the other 
person but) ourselves. Sometimes we say, 
“TI know that I am satisfied with Jesus 
for I am happy, just as happy as can be, 
but I wonder while I am satisfied with 
Jesus, whether He is fully satisfied with 
me.” Whether we are successful or not 
we should be faithful, and the reward 
will be given us, not for being success- 
ful, but for being “faithful.” We must 
seek to be holy and please God in all man- 
ner of living. This means honesty in 
business. It means fair dealing with our 
fellow men. It calls for truth and right- 
eousness in every walk of life. This kind 
of living will come as a result of prayer 
and holy communion with the blessed 
Master. 

Are we going to reprove precious souls, 
like the Apostle Paul said to do? The 
Word says to rebuke. What then if we 
do? Will people hear us? Some will and 
some will not. Brother, sister, if we want 
the blessings of God pronounced upon 
us and our lives, we must be willing to 
obey God and do what He would have 
us do. We read in the Bible about some 
who were disobedient and who had to 
face the curse that was pronounced upon 
them. Here, we are reminded of King 
Saul—the kingdom was taken from him 
and given to David because of his dis- 
obedience. For disobedience, Jonah was 
swallowed by a whale. I suppose Jonah 
thought it was hard for him to go to 
Nineveh and preach what God told him 
to preach, but after being swallowed by 
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the whale Jonah was willing to go. This 
should be a warning especially to those 
who are young in the ministry, like my- 
self. Would it not be much better for us 
to preach what God told us to preach at 
the first than to be disobedient to God 
and then have to preach it anyway? If 
we fail to obey God we must suffer for 
it. Are you suffering today because you 
have disobeyed God? If you have, you 
need to ask God to forgive you. Then go 
and do the thing He has bidden you. 


Let me say just here to those of us who 
are traveling on the “highway of holi- 
ness,” be true. One false doctrine after 
another is speeding over the country. Let 
us not be shaken by these doctrines in the 
least degree. It will pay us, as God’s peo- 
ple, to pray, read our Bibles and stay in 
very close touch with God. Certain qual- 
ifications should be expected of those who 
handle the truth of the Bible. The minis- 
ter of the gospel should be deeply spiritual 
and have a sense of divine responsibility 
for his work. This indicates a call of God 
to the work of the ministry. The call of 
God will hold him or her to a sense of 
responsibility. God is on the lookout to- 
day for men and women of prayer; full 
of the Holy Ghost. The man, the woman, 
the real sermon, the preacher, and the 
pastor are all made in the closet of 
prayer. The minister should be sincerely 
studious. Study is one of the secrets that 
leads to success in winning souls. “Study 
to shew thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the word of truth.” 
There is in the minds and hearts of God- 
called ministers a desire to win souls for 
Jesus. The closer we live to Christ the 
easier it will be to touch the lives of 
others. Anyone who goes into the work 
of the Lord must do it with an earnest- 
ness for God, not careless or slothful, but 
full of holy enthusiasm guided by grace. 
What can hinder a God-called minister, 
coupled with love and determination, 
from winning souls for Jesus? Nothing, 
for God the Father, Son and Holy Ghost 
is back of you to help you in your work. 

If we fail to walk in the light of God’s 
Word what light we have will be turned 
into darkness. Iam glad God ever let me 
see the light on the dear Church of God. 
At the age of eleven God saved, sancti- 
fied and baptized me with the precious 
Holy Ghost and fire and I worshipped 
with the Apostolic Faith and Pentecostal 
people and learned to love them. God 
changed my own desires and plans in life 
and led me to join His Church and I am 
now a firm believer in the Church of God 
and its teachings. Since some of us have 
been a member of the Church for only 
a short while, you may have to have pa- 
tience with us to endure our preaching 
and writing, but please remember that we 
got started late. Please bear with us. 
Some of us did not have a good start in 
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life; we were born rather stupid, but if 
you will only give us time we will come 
out all right. Some of us have more light 
than others. Light comes by degrees. God 
does not hand down the blueprint of His 
plan for one’s entire life the day:God 
saves him. Light comes as we need it. As 
light comes in, darkness goes out. 


Do we feel like rejoicing because our 
sins are forgiven and that’ we have been 
added to the great Church of God? Some 
may say they feel like it yet they keep 
quiet. Do not get excited—when the soul 
has been delivered from bondage it will 
rejoice. Condemn not a soul because he 
shouts. For my part, I am glad to see 
people clap their hands and praise God 
and speak in tongues, but the majority of 
churches in this day in which we live 
would turn folks out if they spoke in 
tongues and shouted. I know some folks 
call us the tongue people in a slurring 
way. I am affiliated with the Church of 
God with Headquarters at Cleveland, 
Tenn. I know of no church by the name 
of tongues people or Holy Rollers. So it 
is people, through ignorance, influenced 
by the diabolical forces, who have at- 
tached such names to the true children of 
God. You may call me what you will, but 
this one thing I know beyond a doubt, I 
am a Church of God girl, saved, sanct- 
ified and baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
speak in tongues as the Spirit gives utter- 
ance, clap my hands and shout when I gex 
happy. Have you any controversy with 
God over the way He edifies His people? 
If you have I just leave you in His hands. 
Put your argument to Him, but remem- 
ber the Bible will meet you at the judg- 
ment. 

To know Christ is to love Him; to 
love Him .is to praise Him. Some people, 
of course, object to shouting and praising 
God. Thank God, the Bible is true re- 
gardless of who denies it. The Word says, 
“The joy of the Lord is our strength.” 
Many of us would be far stronger in the 
Lord if we would give vent to the joy 
that this great salvation brings to us. A 
song in the shadows often makes the sun 
break through. In the inner cell of a 
Philippian prison, feet in stocks, backs 
sore and bleeding, Paul and Silas prayed 
and sang psalms and light shone out of 
the darkness. They had found deliverance 
and strength in their joy. We must not 
lose sight of the fact that the soul of a 
Christian is made strong by sincere praise 
and paves the way to deeper Christian 
experiences. Some object to souls going 
through to deeper experiences with shouts 
of praise to God, but-thank God, we have 
seen many, many souls go through to 
Christian experiences and they invariably 
swept through with shouts of praise to 
God. They who seek in any other frame 
of mind, seek in vain. The blessings of di- 
vine grace are bestowed upon Christians 
with thankful hearts. Before that mem- 
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orable day of Pentecost, when they re- 
ceived the baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
the disciples “‘were continually in the 
temple, praising and blessing God.” 
Thank God, in the “upper rooms” of the 
twentieth century sanctified seekers tar- 
ry with joy for the coming of the Holy 
Ghost. They who do not show the proper 
appreciation for the things which God 
has already done for them can hardly ex- 
pect Him to give them the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost and fire. Therefore, be 
thankful as you tarry for the Holy Ghost. 
We have but to look around us to be re- 
minded of the fact that the happy 
church, the spiritual Church, the influ- 
ential Church, is the one which makes the 
unsaved want old time religion. No won- 
der we Church of God folks shout. May 
we praise our ‘God as never before. Jesus 
is coming soon; let us meet Him with a 
shout. The Word of the Lord is consoling 
to His people and it is going forth with 
great speed. 

The great command of Christ is, 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. He that believ- 
eth and is baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned. And 
these signs shall follow them that believe; 
In my name shall they cast out devils; 
they shall speak with new tongues; They 
shall take up serpents; and if they drink 
any deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; 
they shall lay hands on the sick, and they 
shall recover,” Mark 16: 15-18. Christ 
did not merely express a wish or offer a 
suggestion. He gave an order, clear, ex- 
plicit, pre-emptory. Such is His final, 
most imperative, most inclusive com- 
mand, and it is binding upon His follow- 
ers everywhere and for all time. 

Many people try to condemn women 
preachers for speaking in mixed assem- 
blies. Paul states in the 14th chapter of 
1 Corinthians, “Let your women keep 
silence in the churches.” Now any sane 
person knows that this doesn’t mean for 
women to keep absolute silence in the 
church and for them to stay out of the 
choir or not shout and glorify God with 
a loud voice or talk in tongues as the 
Spirit gives utterance, or preach, pray 
and testify. But women are not to rule, 
neither interfere with the business of the 
Church. We know that the women at 
Corinth were uneducated and were caus- 
ing a disturbance in the meetings. Yet 
some churches hold today that women 
should not be allowed to speak in the 
church. The preachers of these same 
churches who raise objections to women 
speaking in the church will sit on a for- 
eign mission board and send them to 
Africa, India, China and other heathen 
countries in order that they might preach 
the gospel, when these same preachers 
have not grace, backbone and grit to go 
themselves. God said, “In the last days I 
will pour out my spirit on all flesh, 
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and your sons and daughters shall 
prophesy.” (Preach or foretell.) If it is 
right for women to preach the gospel in 
foreign lands, it is right for them to do 
so right here at home in so-called Chris- 
tian America. I praise God for calling me 
to be a missionary and by His help I ex- 
pect to be true to the great call He has 
placed upon my life. 

There are some people who will not 
preach if they cannot be assured of gain- 
ing the illusive mammon which the world 
calls fame. Many people are preaching for 
money. How many are willing to bear 
hardships, sufferings, face danger without 
shrinking and spend their time, effort 
and ability in preaching the gospel? 
Thank God, there are a few people who 
have put God first in their lives. No in- 
dividual can put money, pleasure and 
fame before God without going down in 
defeat and disgrace. There are some folks 
who try to push folks over, get them agi- 
tated and confused in order to report 
that a large number received the Holy 
Ghost. There is an experience into which 
many attain professing the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost. But their lives do not 
bear witness to their profession, and only 
“by their fruits’ we may know them. 
Gal. 5:22. 

Wherever we go let us be certain Jesus 
is with us. If our pathway through life 
is beset with thorns or trials, pain or 
disappointments, the Lord will never for- 
sake. Whether therefore we suffer or re- 
joice, in defeat or in success, in the 
midst of righteousness or surrounded by 
evil, whether encouraged by friends or 
derided by foes, by good report or by evil 
report, let us preach the Word and re- 
main true to Christ and His Church, so 
that when our life work is ended we may 
receive a crown of glory that fadeth not 
away.
